>Does anyone have a 'HOMEBREW' solution? 


Yes! I built the Micro-MKII CMOS keyer way back in the 70's. 
Schematic is in 70's QST. It has such a low current draw that a 9v battery 
lasts practically as long as its shelf life. Uses one each, 4013, 4023 and 
a 4011... I think. I have the schematic at home and would be glad to pass 
it your way. It keys either - or + transmitters, depending upon how you 
make the output circuit. I built both outputs so I could key a variety of 
transmitters. I don't think it does iambic keying, as I was using a single 
lever paddle with it. (I have a Bencher but I have it on another keyer.)

I took the plunge, quite unexpectedly...after months and months of QRP 
mobile operation, I swapped an FT-900CAT for an Alinco DX-70T and a TJ 
antenna Broadbander BB3. I pulled the existing DX-70T I had out of the 
car and found a 706. Why? It had an SWR bridge & keyer in it. The DX-70 
is a bit easier to use, but in the interest of a "clean" installation with 
as few wires dangling as possible, the 706 was the answer. 


The BB3 is designed to last forever. It assumes that a short vertical is 
a low impedance, and uses a BALUN TRANSFORMER to do impedance matching! 

It has a MOTORIZED coil that moves up and down (per remote control) inside 
beryllium copper finger stock at the top of a 2" copper pipe. On top os 
the coil is a 102" stainless steel whip. The antenna will handle 1500w 
PEP SSB. Guess it'll handle QRP? 


It weighs 10 pounds. It requires a SERIOUS mount (like the ones Irv, 
N1YHN made for me)! Retracted, the antenna tip is 12'8" above 
ground. At this setting, it can be used at 15m successfully. To go 
higher, it's gotta be fed as a collinear (yes, LONGER than a 
quarter-wave) or a chopped-off whip can be used. 


Here are the nutso 2:1 SWR bandwidths: 


15, 17, 20m - about 1.5 MHz 
30m - big 

40m - maybe 50 kHz 

80m - about 30 kHz 


On 20, 17, and 15, I can tune the WHOLE band and never have the SWR go 
above 1.2:1. 


Head to head, I compared the antenna with "traditional" mobile antennae. 
On 17 meters, I got an improvement of between 1 and 2 S-UNITS, folks!!! 


We're talking like 10 db - like running 50 instead of 5 watts, or 5 
instead of 0.5, without changing the xmitter power. 


So it's bigger than the car - at least I got the chrome-plated one :)

Just a matter of curiousity. To my mind, all three of the above 
formulas are absolutely identical. Personally, I prefer natural 
frequencies since this eliminates a lot of nasty PI factors as in 


\omega = sqrt(LxC) (1) 


The equation is short, sweet and independent of specific units. Thus, 
I find it much less prone to error and much easier to grok. Instead 
of three formulae, there is one. Everything else is mere manipulation. 
Besides, units analysis makes a great check to see if your calculation 
makes any sense. I find it also much easier to remember the simpler 
formula. 


I find it more difficult when people start multiplying out the 
constants and specifying specific units as in frequency in MHz, 
Capacitance in microfarads, etc. Not only is it more difficult to 
understand, transcription errors are easier. 


The worst is when the specified units use the English system. Being 


from a backward country like the US, I understand the appeal of units 
that you are used to but for calculations, the English system is 
appalling to use. It is far easier to me to take the input English 
units, convert them to metric, do the computation and then convert 
back to the English system. I don't care if people specify heat in 
BTU or whatever as long as I can convert it to Joules for calculation. 


Do people actually find the more complicated derived equations easier 
than (1)? Personally, I find (1) to be a no-lose equation compared to 
other forms.
